I stuck a knife into the trunk of 
a tree, withdrew it and looked upon 
the red liquid dripping from the 
blade and oozing from the wound; 
the first thought was of blood. W e 
—Dr. E. M. Harvey of the Depart 
ment of Agriculture, Randall Hcnd 
erson of Calexico, Mr. Hillery of 
Cathedral City, and I—had organ­ 
ized a searching and exploring party 
to find this tree, probably the rarest 
tree on our desert, which is searched 
for diligently, but found by few per­ 
sons. 
It was Dr. Harvey’s fourth 
trip over a period of two years. 
He had systematically searched 
the canyons of the Fish Moun­ 
tains but had not found the tree 
and we were off to find that tree 
in the Vallecito mountains now 
that the information that it 
should be found in the Fish 
mountains seemed to have been 
erroneous. The tree had been 
reported many years ago but 
even the botanists w ho wrote of 
it as being located in the Fish 
mountains seemed to have look­ 
ed there in vain. 
So now we stood before the tree, 
at 8:15 Sunday morning, January 17, 
1937. Tree number one we called 
it, for it was the first one we found. 
Dr. Harvey located it first and di­ 
rected our attention to it. Cameras 
clicked, measurements were made, a 
critical study of the tree was made, 
including the experiment of thrust­ 
ing a knife blade into the trunk and 
watching the oozing of the red fluid 
Now, believe it or not, that tluid 
was not blood, it was not sap, it was 
a red milk manufactured in the lactic 
vessels in the bark ot the tree. To 
make a rapid mental readjustment 
for you let me state that milk does 
not necessarily have to be white. 
Possibly you recall the vain effort 
of a man trying to explain what milk 
is like to a man who had been blind 
from birth. To that problem one 
can add the color of red to that al­ 
ready difficult problem of describing 
the color white to a blind person. 
Oh! the name of the tree- I 
almost forgot that. It is the Ele­ 
phant tree; the scientific name 
is Bursera microphylla. The 
common name is rather apt 
when one catches the idea, for 
the main trunk of the tree 
roughly resembles the head of 
an elephant and from it grow 
husky branches resembling the 
trunk of an elephant. The genus 
name Bursera is in honor of a 
16th century botanist and the 
species name microphylla refers 
to the leaves. 
The elephant tree is fairly well 
known in Arizona and some sections 
of Mexico but the scattering group 
of trees in Elephant Tree Wash con­ 
tain the only known specimens grow-

Last week I wrote something 
about the weather for this column, 
and then departed for the California 
Newspaper Publishers convention at 
San Jose. When 1 returned early 
this week I found the column and 
three columns of local news had 
been omitted to make room for more 
interesting news. However, the ar* 
tide is in type, so it is published this 
week. The reader should bear in 
mind that it was intended for last 
week's issue: 
Los Angeles newspapers last week 
gave Palm Springs a bit of false pub­ 
licity. They stated the temperature 
dropped to 2 1 degrees here during 
the recent cold spell. This statement 
is obviously untrue, and could not 
be proven if it were true, for there 
is no tested recording thermometer 
in operation here, consequently the 
published temperature record is 
merely conjecture. W here or how 
such information was obtained we 
do not know. Reports to The Des' 
ert Sun office from residents who 
watched their thermometers indicate 
that the temperature did not drop 
below 2 9 degrees, and on the two 
coldest days the thermometer regis* 
tered 60 during the warmest time of 
day, hut nothing was said about 
that. That's bad enough for Palm 
Springs, but why should the news­ 
papers make it sound worse? 
W e believe in printing the 
truth, whether it is favorable or 
unfavorable, for newspapers 
cannot hold the confidence of 
their readers if they publish 
only the news that their sub­ 
scribers and advertisers would 
like to read, but we deny the 
right of any editor to distort the 
facts fo r the purpose o f nidcin^ 
the news more sensational,‘'es­ 
pecially when such reports 
emanating from our metropoli­ 
tan newspapers, which are mem­ 
bers of the world-i^ ide press as­ 
sociations, are published in East­ 
ern newspapers to the detriment 
of Southern California. Here is 
an illustration: 
Daily newspaper headings of Los 
Angeles and other Southern Califor­ 
nia cities stated “Eleven Die of Cold 
in Southern California." The fact 
is that six of these died of carbon 
monoxide poisoning in warm rooms, 
three were killed in traffic accidents 
when cars skidded in the snow, and 
ONLY TW O died from exposure, 
tnd those two were in the high 
mountains. Deaths from carbon 
monoxide have occurred in greater 
numbers in Los Angeles in years 
gone by when the weather was much 
warmer, yet no one thought of at­ 
tributing those deaths to the intense 
cold of Southern California. In fact, 
a few years ago during a compara' 
lively mild winter, the situation was 
so serious in Los Angeles that city 
officials, the gas companies and news* 
papers conducted a campaign of edu­ 
cation to teach the public what type 
of gas heaters to use and how to op- 
crate them. Most of our rainstorms 
have caused more highway deaths 
than the recent snow and ice, and it 
is not unusual to hear of mountain 
hikers succumbing to the cold even 
in the tropics. Therefore, the eleven 
deaths during the period of three 
days were not of such an unusual 
character that they deserved the big 
headlines in Southern California dail­ 
ies—but oh, what big news this is 
in the Florida papers!—when it hap­ 
pens in Southern California. Or 
visa versa. 
This year reminds us of the 
1927-28 season. Many local peo­ 
ple became overly excited over 
the cold and rain and wondered 
if it w ould never end, but the 
season developed into one of the 
most successful, with more vis­ 
itors here than ever before, and 
they remained far into the 
spring, because the desert was 
so beautiful as a result of the 
rains. We predict the same 
thing for this season.

These figures tell an interesting 
story. They show that the growth of 
the community has been steady even 
during the years of national depres­ 
sion. and consequently there is every 
reason to believe that business will 
continue to improve here. Postoffice 
receipts serve as an excellent baro­ 
m eter to indicate population increase 
and business conditions in a commun­ 
ity. and are studied by investors.

C om m issioner C harles A. Son, of the 


C alifornia Industrial A ccident 
Com­ 


m ission 
addressed 
the 
regular 
m onthly m eeting of the C ontractors’ 
executive safety com m ittee, Colorado 
River Aqueduct, held at th e D esert 
Inn 
last 
evening. 
The 
com m is­ 
sioner's 
address 
dealt 
w ith 
the 
board asp ects of com pensation insur­ 
ance and safety. 
C om m issioner Son stated that th e 
safety record made on th is 
project, 
which includes 108 m iles of tunneling, 
is a cred it to the d istric t's and the 
co n tracto rs' engineering departm ents. 
From th e beginning, all of the safe­ 
ty w ork on th e project has been unde;' 
the d irect supervision of the engineer* 
of the In d u strial A ccident Com m ission, 
and to date, upw ards of 300 safety in­ 
spections have been m ade along the 
en tire aqueduct. 


In p u rsuing their work, the com ­ 
m ission's engineers have issued over 
2200 w ritten orders to correct unsafe 
conditions. 


D uring th e early stages of tunnel 
driving, various m ethods of 
electric 
blasting w ere used, and each contrac­ 
tor operated virtually as lie pleased. 
It was decided by the com m ission th at 
the in terests of safety would be best 
served if a uniform 
m ethod 
were 
adopted. 


A fter considerable study of the va­ 
rious blasting m ethods by the Indus­ 
trial A ccident Com m ission, the M et­ 
ropolitan W ater district, the con trac­ 
tors, and the technical staffs of the 
various explosives m anufacturers, a s­ 
sisted by th e U. S. B ureau of Mines, 
a set of ru les was adopted and issued 
by the B ureau of Industrial Accident 
Com m ission, known a s "Recom m end 
ed P ractice in 
Installing 
and Using 
Shot-Firing Lines Supplied from an 
A lternating C urrent S ystem .’’ 
T hese ru les 
received 
the 
whole­ 
hearted approval of the co n tracto rs’ 
executive safety com m ittee, and have 
been faithfully followed by all of the 
contracting firms. 
The lost-tim e accident frequency on 
the aqueduct project is considerably 
below th e sta te five-year average for 
tunnel construction. 


An unusual accident cost Charles 
Vhite a severly lacerated arm last Fri- 
ay night. 
Driving his autom obile, 
e was h u rt when a projecting limb 
f a palm tree being carried on an­ 
ther vehicle, struck th e wind wing 
f his car and flying glass caused 
tie injury. 
He was treated by Dr. 
am es B. Oliver.
